Rot  Iocs  ago  the  resolution  of  the  Central  Committee  of  the  CFSU 
and.  the  Council  of  Ministers  T3SBR,  "On  Measures  for  Improving  the  Activ¬ 
ity  of  the  Acadesy  of  Sciences  CSSR  and  the  Academies  of  Sciences  of  the 
Uhion  Republics",  created  all  the  conditions  so  that  Soviet  science 
could  more  purposefully  and  quickly  solve  the  most  Important  problems 
of  natural  and  humanitarian  sciences,  and  so  that  its  achievements 
could  be  well  timed  and  more  effectively  used  for  the  accelerated 
development  of  econcmics  and  culture  of  the  Soviet  country. 

Both  the  Acadesy  of  Sciences  USSR  and  academies  of  sdiences  of  the 
union  republics  are  supplying  huge  resources  for  selentiflc  work.  Their 
material  base  is  continuously  being  Improved  and  consolidated.  In  many 
different  corners  of  the  country  one  after  another  of  the  excellent 
bvdldlngs  of  scientific -research  Institutes  an  being  expanded,  creat¬ 
ing  new  laboratories  equipped  with  the  newest  experitwntal  methods. 

In  many  places,  not  only  around  Moscow  complete  scientific  towns 
are  being  built.  The  first  of  such  projects,  an  academic  town  of  the 
Siberian  Department  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  USSR,  is  already  in  full 
operation.  The  building  of  a  scientific  town  in  Tbilisi  has  also  been 
completed.  Located  in  the  region  of  Saburtalo  on  €0  hectares  of  ter¬ 
ritory  are  33  buildings  of  scientific  research  institutions  of  the 
Acadesy  of  Sciences  Oeorglan  8SR.  Buildings  of  the  Institutes  of 
Oeophysxcs,  Building  Mechanics  and  Earthquake-Proof  Structures,  Applied 
Chemistry  and  Electrochemistry,  and  Oeograply  have  been  finished.  The 
Computer  Center  of  the  acadesy  also  moved  into  a  new  building  not  long 
ago. 


Buildings  of  scientific  institutes  in  the  Armenian  republic  are 
being  constructed  at  a  rapid  pace .  New  buildings  of  the  Institute  of 
Pine  Organic  Chemistry  and  a  number  of  other  academic  institutions  are 
being  constructed  and  a  scientific  town  is  being  built  on  the  territory 
where  the  Institute  of  Radiophysios  and  Electronics  is  now  being  con-' 
structed. 
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Scientific  research  institutions  of  the  Baltic  academies  of  sciences 
are  consolidating  their  material  hase*  Much  construction  is  going  on 
in  the  older  academies  of  sciences  of  the  unlm  republics  such  as  the 
IJkraine  and  Belorussla.

Recently,  tbe  Fresldentlal  Coimoll  accepted  a  decree  of  legal  force 
which  regulates  salentlflc  classification  and  the  methods  of  obtaining 
scientific  degree.  She  new  decree  goes  Into  effect  on  1  September  l9w3. 
One  reason  for  thelfoznulatlon  rf  this  decree  was  the  fact  that  recently 
the  aaplranturate  had  become  less  and  lass  suitable  for  the  long-term 
development  of  science  and  the  constantly  rising  scientific  standard. 

Ih  fact,  the  aspiraaturate  had  deviated  from  its  original  purpose. 

In  many  cases,  receipt  of  a  scientific  degree  was  considered  tbe 
end  rather  than  the  beginning  of  a  career.  The  organization  of  soientlflo 
training  was  particularly  upset  by  the  introduction  in  1939  of  the  so- 
called  "Independent  asplranturate . "  Ih  the  past,  there  has  been  three  ' 
types  of  aaplranturatest  the  so-called  scholarship  aspirahturate,  the 
corresponding  asplranturate  and  finally,  the  Independent  asplranturate. 
Independent  aspirants  were  not  required  to  take  enrollments.  OAiey  en¬ 
joyed  woiklng  time  oUovaaoes,  and,  after  having  ocnplsted  the  prescribed 
examinations,  they  prepared  their  scientific  papers  independently.  How¬ 
ever,  many  la  the  latter  categozy  fdlled  to  prepare  scientific  papers, 
but  sioply  enjoyed  the  advantages  which  went  with  the  title  of  aspirant. 

As  a  result  of  this,  there  was  no  suitable  development  of  scientific  doc¬ 
tors  having  higher  training,  so  that  In  some  research  posts  it  was  im¬ 
possible  to  Insure  the  succession  of  the  leading  crew  of  scientists. 

The  decree  of  the  Presidential  Council  eliminates  the  independent 
asplrant\u:ate  beginning  1  Septeaher  of  this  year.  One  reason  for  tbe 
elimination  of  the  Independent  asplranturate  was  the  fact  that  many  per¬ 
sons  In  this  category  held  the  view  that  "seientlflo  research  cannot  be 
planned,"  and  "the  results  of  science  cannot  be  systematically  insured.” 

It  Is  worth  noting  that  today  the  majority  of  the  existing  aspirants  fall 
Into  the  category  of  independent  aspirants.  Out  of  a  total  of  1,844 
aspirants,  the  najorlly  Is  "Independent."  !Qie  number  of  Independent 
aspirants  Increased  yearly  to  such  an  extent  that  in  enrolling  them,  it 
was  Ingposslble  to  adhere  to  the  original  purpose  of  the  asplranturate 
to  make  a  thorough  study  of  the  selected  themes  and  also  adhere  to  the 
restriction  In  regard  to  age.  For  years  now,  the  qualliying  committee 
has  been  giving  mere  Up  service  to  the  reqiulrement  that  an  aspirant 
must  not  be  older  than  40,  m  fact,  quite  elderly  scientists  applied 
for  aspiraaturate. 

The  decree  of  the  Presidential  Council  now  lays  a  foundation  to 
the  solirtion  of  these  porblems.  It  states  that  only  scholarship  or  cor- 
corresponding  asplranturate s  may  be  granted.  Only  university  graduates 
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leaving  3  years'  e»3^rle&ce  In  some  special  field,  and  no  older  35 
years  may  !}€  accdpted  for  the  asplranturate .  Ilhe  scholarship  asplrantu- 
rate  Is  a  3-year  covirse,  while  the  corxespondlng  asplranturate  takes  4 
years . 


In  restrlotlng  the  training  of  young  scientists  so  severly  the  decree 
takes  Into  account  that  scientific  degrees  can  he  obtained  not  only 
throu^  organized  asplranturate s  and  hy  persona  less  than  3^  years  of  age< 
In  the  future,  It  will  he  poaslhle  to  obtain  the  degree  of  Candidate  of 
Sciences  without  going  throu^jh  the  organized  training  aliqply  hy  taking 
the  presorlhed  examinations  and  submitting  and  defending  a  dissertation* 
OSie  difference  Is  that  this  type  of  candidate  nust  present  a  finished  dis¬ 
sertation,  and  If  this  really  la  of  scientific  qualltx  then  the  person 
concezned  will  receive  permission  to  eotqply  with  the  other  conditions* 
13rere  Is  also  the  posslhUty  of  obtaining  the  degree  of  Candidate  Of  o 
Sciences  through  auhmlsslon  and  defense  of  a  scientific  treatise  without 
taking  the  required  examinations^  this  applies  especially  to  persons  who 
deserve  this  for  their  efforts  In' the  building  of  soclallsn* 

She  deviation  of  the  asplranturate  from  Its'  original  goal,  was  con¬ 
tributed  to  by  the  fact  that  Insufficient  diqphaslB  was  placed  on  the 
fact  that  the  purpose  of  the  organized  scientific  oan^daoy  was  tte  crea¬ 
tion  of  scientific  research  workers  and  university  and  college  teahhers 
who  hB,ve  a  Marxist  outlook.  !I%s  decree  of  the  Presidential; Coxmoll 
plainly  sets  forth  the  conditions  which  must  be  met  by  a  dlseertatloni 
To  win  the  title  of  Candidate,  It  Is  necessary  for  the  person  concerned 
to  present  a  treatise  which  serves  social  progress,  contains  new  results, 
and  he  must  also  prove  that  ha  Is  capable  of  Independent  workk  The  de¬ 
cree  also  e^vlalns  Iwv  a  oandida.te  can  obtain  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Sciences  within  3  years  after  thd  cospletlon  of  his  dlssertatibn  for  the 
candidacy.  The  doctoral  dissertation  must  Include  results  which  In¬ 
fluence  entire  brsnches  of  the  sciences  * 

The  decree  of  the  Presidential  Council,  In  addition  to  raising  the 
standards  for  potential  end  present  acientlata,  also  Includes  sections 
which  aid  and  promote  the  work  of  these  persons.  It  Is  true  that  the 
working  benefits  of  aspirants  axe,  on  the  whole,  the  same  as  previously. 
However,  a  new  benefit  has  been  added.  Ihe  candidate  scientists  is 
entitled  to  a  6-montbs  tour  abroad  during  the  period  of  bis  studies. 

The  aspirant  Is  entitled  to  a  1^-day  vacation  before  his  entrance  ex¬ 
amination.  If  be  la  accepted,  he  will  receive  a  scholarship  which  Is 
the  equivalent  of  his  average  wages  for  the  past  6  months.  At  the 
same  time,  be  will  enjoy  all  the,  wage  supplements  to  v^ch  his  woklng 
conditions  and  other  circumstances  entitle  him.  Many  benefits  have  been 
made  available  to  persoxts  who  are  cospeting  fbr  the  title  of  Doctor  of 
Sciences.  Persons  who  ore  working  toward  their  doctorate  are  entitled 
to  a  scholarship  or  6  months  of  paid  leave.  Persons  who  have  achieved 
the  title  of  Doctor  of  Sciences  are  entitled  to  3  months  paid  aj'tuiflT 
leave  during  vAlch  time  they  may  pursue  their  own  scientific  work  and  ex- 
perments . 
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la  the  past.  It  was  a  touchy  problem  to  find  a  way  of  checking  the 
scientific  activities  and  work  of  persons  vho  had  earned  scientific 
degrees  without  hurting  their  sensihlUties  and  seeming  to  put  obstacles 
In  their  path  Instead  of  helping  them.  Xhe  praetled  was  to  review  the 
work  of  the  ceddldates  every  5  years  to  determine  whether  they  were 
atm  qualified  for  the  apeolctl  benefits  of  a  scientist.  Ihls  prooed\ue 
turned  into  mere  formality  and  wae  unsuccessful.  Therefore  the  Presiden¬ 
tial  Council  has  made  arrangements  that  the  head  of  the  working  place  In 
question  shoiild  check  on  the  work  of  the  scientists  and  keep  a  record 
of  the  progress  being  made,  and.  If  necessary,  make  certain  recanoenda- 
tlons.  Scientists  who  have  engaged  In  no  scientific  activities  for 
5  years  and  ear  show  no  results  will  be  deprived  of  their  special  bene¬ 
fits  .  This  regulation  will  appJy  eqxtally  to  candidates  of  science  and 
doctors.  Hie  regulation  does  not  apply  to  solentlsta  over  60  years  of 
age.

In  February  of  this  year,  DTIC  provided  the  CIA  Deelassification  Center  with  a  referral 
list  of  CIA  documents  held  in  the  DTIC  library.  This  referral  was  a  follow  on  to  the  list  of 
National  Intelligence  Surveys  provided  earlier  in  the  year. 

We  have  completed  a  declassification  review  of  the  “Non-NIS”  referral  list  and  include 
the  results  of  that  review  as  Enclosure  1 .  Of  the  220  documents  identified  in  our  declassification 
database,  only  three  are  classified.  These  three  are  in  the  Release  in  Part  category  and  may  be 
released  to  the  public  once  specified  portions  of  the  documents  are  removed.  Sanitization 
instructions  for  these  documents  are  included  with  Enclosure  1 . 

In  addition  to  the  documents  addressed  in  Enclosure  1,14  other  documents  were  unable 
to  be  identified.  DTIC  then  provided  the  CDC  with  hard  copies  of  these  documents  in  April  2004 
for  declassification  review.  The  results  of  this  review  are  provided  as  Enclosure  2.
